Council Should Maintain Cemetery Status Quo 


To the Editor: 

I am writing once again to urge the 
Romulus City Council not to delegate its 
powers regarding the Romulus Memorial 
Cemetery to a board of trustees 

My passion for the cemetery is as strong 
as Councilman Bill Wadsworth’s passion 
about the need for a new animal shelter. 
My great-great-uncle Austin Rice died in 


1918 at the age of 23 in World War I. He is © 


buried by his parents, my maternal great- 
-great-grandparents. Six generations of my 
loved ones are buried there. 

I'll share a little cemetery history. The 
earliest grave, as shown on available records, 
was for Polly Pullen, who died on Decem- 
ber 12, 1833. On December 7, 1901, at 
the request of S.R. Kingsley and R.C. Bird, 
the Romulus Township Board adopted a 
resolution to take charge of the cemetery. 
Today, the clerk of the City of Romulus is 
the overseer of the cemetery. 

At the regular meeting of the Romu- 
lus City Council on June 2, 2008, Item 6A2 
(an ordinance to amend Chapter 2 of the 
Code of Ordinances by the addition of a 
new Article VII to the existing ordinance) 
was removed. The purpose of the proposed 
amendment is to create a Board of Ceme- 
tery Irustees that would be appointed by 
the mayor and given the power to manage 
and control our cemetery. 

Our clerk's office has run the cemetery 
for 41 years. Why do our elected officials 
now want to delegate their responsibility 
to a board of trustees? I called several area 
cities with municipal cemeteries, and none 
were controlled by such a board. The cities 
of Belleville, Northville, Taylor, and Wayne 
do not have a board of cemetery trustees. 

I feel that our cemetery is an impor- 
tant part of our city, and should continue

to be governed by our city council, not a 
board of trustees. Obviously, families that 
choose to have their loved ones buried there 
like the hometown atmosphere. I have 
heard someone complain about the wooden 
crosses there, but maybe that’s all that some 
families could afford. To me, the crosses 
represent, Rest in peace with our Lord and 
Savior, Jesus Christ.” To others, they might 
simply mean, “Here lies a child of God.” 
When I visited the cemetery looking for 
wooden crosses, | gota found only a very 
small number. 

For 107 years, our elected officials have 
had charge of the cemetery. I hope that the 
current elected officials will uphold their 
duty to the cemetery and the residents who 
have loved ones buried there. It takes five 
votes to change an ordinance, Let’s hope 
that we have enough city council members 
who will accept the responsibility voters 
gave them when they went to the polls, and 
not delegate their power to a board. Let our 
clerk’s office continue to run the cemetery.
